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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that prior art of Ralston fails to 
teach removing visible end-of-line characters and headers from the electronic mail message. The Examiner disagrees and argues that 
end-of-line characters are typically, from the point of view of an observer, hidden in the sense that they are not visible unless made so by 
representing them with a character (normally something that is within the normal visible ASCII character set) or other symbol that is 
visible, which would normally require additional steps to make such end-of-line characters visible. Indeed, rendering such characters 
"visible" for purposes of detection would only make sense if the detector relied on a visual or optically-detectable means.. 
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
